DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed in view of the Applicant's arguments (Response filed 
3/10/2008) and the cited prior art of record. The independent claims recite a client 
module and a domain module used for tricking an email application at the client end and 
as a result, the email application operates in an off-line mode but the user has an on- 
line type experience AND tricking the Exchange server into operating as though the 
remote user is connected locally to the domain and operating as an interactive user, 
when in actuality it is the modules performing the communication and making it appear 
to the exchange server that the client application is performing the interaction, which, in 
addition to the rest of the claim limitations, are distinguished from the prior art. For 
support, see Instant Specification (page 7, line 23 through page 8, line 32). 

The functionality is different that an email application working in an off-line mode 
and connecting at some period of time to synchronize messages between the client and 
server at least for the reason that the client logical module detects the generation of an 
outgoing message while the application is in off-line mode, and transfers the message 
to the domain module. Applicant further explains the differences in the Background 
section of Applicant's Specification, pages 2-4.
